Improvement of the Jlokelnmne nnd San 
Joaquin Rivers. 
Stockton, October 31st.—C. D. Rhodes, 
civil engineer, connected with the United 
States Engineer Corps on this coast, has, un­ 
der instructions from Culonel Mendell, com­ 
pleted an examination of the Mokeiuume 
river from Woodbridge, the head of naviga­ 
tion, as declared by law, to deep-water at the 
confluence of the Mokelutnne and San Joa­ 
quin rivers, covering both forks ot that 
stream. The principal obstructions found by 
Mr. Rhode* were above Staten Eland, or be­ 
tween the latter and Woodbiidge. lie has 
made a sketch of the liver, locating all of 
the obstructions to navigation, snags, 
overhanging trees, etc., and reported 
the same to Colonel Mendell, his su­ 
perior c Hirer. \Ve>t from Staten Island 
there is little or no woik to be done, and be­ 
tween that point and Newhope the principal 
obstructions occur. 
Mr. Rhodes’ report, 
based on a thorough examination of the 
stream, is officially submitted to Colonel 
Mendell, and what action will be taken in the 
premises remains to be seen. The improve­ 
ment of the navigation of the San Joaquin 
and Mokelumne rivers is a matter that deeply 
concerns the people of this section. It is es­ 
timated that something over 70,(00 tons of 
freight annually would be carried from that 
section were the Mokelumne in a navigable 
rlifci 
conouioD. 
Fire on Kobcrls* Island. 
Stockton, October 31st.—About 2 p. m. 
to-day a fire started on Hart’s place, section 
19, in the northern part of Roberts’ Island, 
and spread over more than half the upper 
division of the island. About 500 acres of 
Grattan k Bidwell’s land were burned over. 
These gentlemen lost a header, likewise a 
straw Btack containing about twenty-five 
tons, and had hard work to save their barn. 
The fire spread off in the direction of Bur­ 
nett’s. An immerse quantity of sheep feed 
has becu destroyed. The fire is still un­ 
checked.

An liMligniint Fopnlnce. 
Benicia, October 31st.—A gross swindle 
has been perpetrated on the people of Beni­ 
cia by the pianist, Rafael Joseffy. On the 
25th of October he contracted, through his 
agent, Mr. Wolfsohn, to give a concert in 
Benicia on ttie 31st of October. Extensive 
arrangements were made, involving large ex­ 
penditures by the neighboring towns iu char­ 
tering special cars and engaging rooms at the 
hotel, etc. At noon to-day a telegram came 
from him, stating that it was impossible for 
him to come, but that if it was dedred he 
would play a matinee to-morrow. At 3 p. M. 
another telegram announced that Joseffy 
had a sore finger and would be unable to play 
at all. This is a clear case of bwindle, and 
the people are greatly incensed.

Chico, October 31it.—This morning an ac­ 
cident occurred at tlie Rancho Chico, by 
which two men were badly hurt. They were 
ergaged taking down a temporsiy shed 
which had been put up over some hay, and 
while so doing the shed came down with a 
crash, and they fell amoDg the timbers, a 
distauce of almost twenty feet. One of 
them, named Millard, had his right arm 
broken at the wrist, and his nose cut open 
the whole length. The other, \V. Luddy, 
got a big splinter over his right eye, immedi­ 
ately over the ball, which was very painful, 
besides other bruises in the face.

The SccTille Mnriler Case. 
Reno, October 3tst.—Dickson, attorney for 
W heeler and McMechan, closed his argument 
Saturday. His theory was that the Moore 
party knew of the order modifying the in­ 
junction. He believed Fowler and Cogan 
changed pistols; that Cogan had a dark pis­ 
tol, aud fired the first shot. If MeMechan 
shot Scoville, Cogan and party ought to be 
held for manslaughter; if Cogan shot Sco- 
ville, he ought to be held for murder. 
R. H. Lindsay, for the Fame parties, Fpoke 
this moruiup. He claimed that McMechan, 
Wheeler, Coffin and Sunderland had as much 
right in the railroad office September 27th as 
the Justice had to examine into this case. If 
six cowboys were to come in and try to stop 
this Court, saying, “ Get out, or we will put 
you out,” every men's hand would itch for 
his hip pocket. McMechan and party were 
assailed, and had a right to repel farce with 
force. Scovillo admitted drawing a pistol, 
which was displayed twice. When Scoville 
drew his pistol the act said : “ We came to 
put you out, aud will at any cost.” McMe­ 
chan said he fired three times into the corner, 
and fired to hit. He had a right to shoot. 
This was a foul conspiracy by Moore, Cogan, 
Fowler and others. Their garments are wet 
with the blood of Scoville, and the blush of 
shame and conscious guilt mantles their 
cheeks. 
W. E. F. Deal, attorney for Moore, Fow­ 
ler and Cogan, followed. The talk of Moore 
swindling anybody was all bosh. McMechan, 
Coffin, Wheeler and Sunderland piid in 91,350 
against about 9180,000 paid by Moore and 
his friends. All the blood of Scoville and 
Belch was not enough to pay back that 
91,350. The 85,000,000 issue of stock was 
clearly il’egal. That is a California idea 
that Directors own everything and stockhold­ 
ers nothing ; but that is not law. The Hill- 
yer modifying order was void, because no 
record of the ease was in the Coort. Cogan 
and Fowler attacked McMechan. Why 
didn’t he shoot them, instead cf Scoville, an 
outsider? McMechan fired the first shot, 
and it is probahle lhat he killed Scoville. 
Sunderland and Coffi i’s testimony cannot be 
believed. It is more reasonable to think that 
Wheeler, McMechan, C. ffin and SsnderLud, 
with cleaned and oiled pistols, were conspi­ 
rators, than Moore, Cogan and Fowler, who 
went to the meeting unarmed.

Cannon*» Faturnlization Certlücafc De­ 
clared a Fraud—Died or !2or Injuries. 
Salt Lake, October 31st.—The case of the 
United States vs. Geo. Q. Cannon, Congres­ 
sional Delegate for Utah, on a suit brought 
to annul Cannon’s certificate on the ground of 
fraud, etc., was decided against Cannon by 
Chief Justice Hunter to-day. The Court 
held that Cannon’s certificate of naturaliza­ 
tion was null, void and fraudulent. It main­ 
tains Governor Murray in granting a certifi­ 
cate of election to Campbell, the Gentile 
candidate. This is one of the most important 
decisions ever made in favor of the Gentiles 
in Utah, and there is much excitement in 
the city over it. 
Mrs. Mary Whitehead, who was thrown 
from a buggy yesterday, has since died.

Salt Lake, October 31st,—Following is 
Judge Hunter’s decision : 
In the District Court for the Third Judicial Dis­ 
trict of Utah Territory—The United States in the 
relation of Allen G. Campbell plaintiff, vs. Georire 
Q. Cannon, defendant—Complaint to annul certifi­ 
cate held by defenda? t issued to him as a certificate 
of naturalization. The demurrer of the defendatt 
to the complaint filed in this action having been 
beret* fore signed by counsel f r the respective par­ 
ties, and taken under advisement, and the Court 
having duly considered the same, and it appealing 
to the Court

Nitrate of strontium is used in fire­ 
works, giving a beautiful crimson color to 
the flame. 
A military company is being organized 
in San Rafael. The proper application 
has been made and tlie State offers to 
furnish arms, outfit aud accouterments, 
together with a sufficient sum for renting 
an armory. 
Gray wolves are again making their ap­ 
pearance in the vicinity of Sherlocks, 
Mariposa connty, and creating sad havoc 
with the young goats there. Six large 
gray wolves were seen in pursuit of a flock 
of goats Friday week over there. 
There i.a talk of an observatory being 
placed on Mount San Bernardino. This 
mountain stands on the border of two cli­ 
mates. While one side is bathed in the 
perpetual sunshine of a cloudless summer 
the other is swept by the storms of the 
coast. 
Emigrant travel from the East to Cali­ 
fornia by the Southern route is increasing 
rapidly, with a prospect, as cold weather 
advances, of being very great. So far the 
immigration appears to be foreign, and all 
go beyond this city to some place where 
inducements seem to have been held oat.— 
[Los Angeles Express. 
The Roseburg Plaindraler, which paper 
has been contending and advocating that 
the railroad would be built down the coast 
to Cloverdale, now throws up the sponge, 
and admits very reluctantly that it is a 
settled fact that the road w ill be built to 
the Siskiyou line, and through Shasta Val­ 
ley, towards Redding. 
Chester Dickinson, of Merced, and other 
parties are about to erect a hotel, store, 
feed yard, wood yard, blacksmith shop, 
etc., in Cathey 8 valley. The improve­ 
ments are to be made at the intersection of 
the roads from Mariposa and Corbets—a 
point near the center of the valley. Part 
of the building material is already on the 
ground and the work is to be prosecuted at 
once. This will supply a need long felt by 
the people of that section, says the Mari­ 
posa Herald, and form the nucleus of a new 
town. 
An old peach tree on J. F. Deming’s 
place, near Vallejo, has developed a singu­ 
lar freak. A bud voluntarily appeared 
from a two inch limb which this year bore 
a dozen or more sweet, soft-shell almonds, 
while nothing but insignificant peaches 
were produced by the balance of the tree. 
The bnd started about four feet from the 
ground. No other indications are observa­ 
ble to indicate that the tree is any other 
than an ordinary peach tree. Is it a case 
of “ bud variation ?” Equally interesting 
instances have been noted before and for 
lack of fuller understanding of the woik 
of nature in potting ont the new growth, 
it has been called “ bnd variation.” This 
occnrs from time to time on fruit trees, 
forest trees and shrubs, and several desira­ 
ble things have resulted.

Archbishop McCabe's Pastoral. 
New Yolk, October 81st.—The Heral<fg 
Dublin special of October 29th .?fiys: Arch­ 
bishop McCabe deliveteil an important pas­ 
toral yesterday. The tallowing is an extract 
referring to the present crisis : 
The condition of onr dear country calls for 
our b tterest tears. Oaly a little while ago 
our own city presented scenes of lawlessness 
which might disgrace an unchristian rabble. 
It is true the evil-doers were but a handful 
of misguided youths, but it is nevertheless 
true that evil-doers are in our midst, and that 
the youthful culprit of to-day may become 
the hardened profligate, if eociety fails in its 
duties to the rising generation. We feel 
ourselves, very reverend fathers, impera­ 
tively called on to enter our most solemn pro­ 
test against another indignity which has been, 
offered to the moral sense of our own people 
In this city, the center of Catholic Ireland. 
Only a few days ago, over-confiding men 
were startled from their dream of security by 
the publication of a manifesto which at once 
assaulted the eternal law of good snd struck 
at the foundations ou which society rests. 
Passing over all other cases in which these 
rights are tbreitened, let i s confine ourselves 
to one particular class of the community. 
There are hundreds of honest, industrious 
men among us, who, trusting to their faith in 
public conscience, and calculating on she 
security which a regularly-constituted Gov 
ernment is expected to give, have in­ 
vested the fruits of tbrir years cf 
toil nnd self-tacrifice iu property front 
which they hoped they a d theirs might 
draw the mear.s of honorable subsistence, 
lint all this must be swept aw.;y by the 
br.ath of a handful of men, the bulk of whom 
have neither stake nor interest iu the coun­ 
try. We disregarded the warning wh:ch 
cautioned us eg.inst the darger that lurked 
ia the specious programmes pretending to aim 
at nan.Jit save the redress of the a rongs -f 
an oppressed people. But now God’s provi­ 
dence has forced from the lips r f the uctafe 
guides an avowal of their aims, and if the no­ 
tice to pay no rents be not the tending of 
Communism, Cumu.ut.ism is yet to be de­ 
fined. 
Let no one suppose, very reverend fathers, 
that we have a word to say rn defense of the 
oppressors of the poor. We feel as keenly as 
the most ou’spokcn cf onr brethren, inspired 
by the ministration i f cruel injuries worked 
by bad laws on the d.fenseliss tenants of Ire­ 
land. But we must not allow our abhorre .ce 
of iojusti.-e to betray us into a repudiation of 
the claims cf justice. If tc-day my landlord’s 
claim to his just rent be questioned, who will 
guarantee the tenant’s right to his outlay of 
money and bail to-morrow? Injustice will 
repay injustice, and In the day of retribu­ 
tion the wrorg-doer will be laughed at 
when he seeks for sympathy in his troubles. 
The issue is now plainly put to our people 
which of the two paths they will follow : 
whether they will follow the men who have 
marked out the road that must lead to : ngtr 
with Gcd and disgrace before the Christian 
w rid, or the Bishops of Ireland, who, 
through a glorious and unbroken tuccestion 
of fourteen centuries, arc heirs of those who 
encountered poverly and exile, end dared 
death in its most terrible form for people with 
whom their lives are irrevocably hound up.

A CASE FOR 
PROOF. 


I t has been asserted th at efforts were 
m ade to corrupt th e Sacram ento Super­ 
visors ; 
th a t the hydraulic m iners sent 
down a “ sack,” and endeavored to per­ 
suade these incorruptible public servants 
to employ a n .a tto rn e y on behalf of the 
county whom th e m iners should select ; 
th a t the four Supervisors who combined to 
appoint Mr. George C adw alader could have 
had $5,000 each to vote for some other 
law y er; and th a t th e county ought to be 
very grateful to them for not having ac­ 
cepted these liberal offers. 
Now, these 
are very serious statem ents to m ake, aud 
they are serious not alone for the public, 
b u t for the four Supervisors alleged to have 
been approached in this way. 
For though 
th eir organ seems to think th a t the attitu d e 
in w hich they are thus represented is a 
highly virtuous and creditable one, in fact 
it is nothing of the kind. 
In fact it is a 
very suspicious attitude. 
For if the story 
as told is true, how wa3 it th a t these four 
virtuous Supervisors kept this wicked as­ 
sault on their virtue to them selves, and did 
not proceed crim inally against th e knaves 
w ho had tried to corrupt th e m ! 
T heir 
silence and 
passivity arc 
incom patible 
w ith the hypothesis of their lofty virtue, 
assuming their story to be true. 
B ut we 
cannot assume it to be true in the absence 
of ail evidence. 
So far there has not been 
th e faintest scintilla of proof offered to the 
public in support of it. 
I t is incredible on 
its face, and therefore stands in the more 
need of circum stantial corroboration, but 
nothing of the kind is forthcom ing. 
If 
the organ of the four Supervisors is not 
prepared to w ithdraw its story and ac­ 
knowledge it to be an absolute fabrication, 
it m ust come forw ard w ith proof, and th a t 
at once. 
I t m ust give a detailed and cir­ 
cum stantial account of how the venal a t­ 
tem pt was m a d e ; by whom ;

ENGLAND AND GIBRALTAR. 


T he report th a t Mr. Gladstone seriously 
contem plates th e sale of G ibraltar to Spain 
Bhows th a t the project upon w hich English 
sentim ent was sounded three years ago has 
no t been abandoned. There are in England 
certain so-called Liberals of so cosmopol­ 
itan a tu rn of m ind th a t they can see no 
excellence in any m erely national sentim ents 1 
aud associations, and a t the sam e tim e so ¡ 
conservative th a t they would strip England 
or all her colonial possessions lest they 
should lead her into difficnltiea in the 
future. 
Of these M r. R obert Lowe, now 
L ord Sherbrook, is (or was) a very fair 
exam ple. 
H e was long since an advocate 
of the abandonm ent of India, and he was 
prepared to counsel th e sam e policy in 
regard to A ustralia and C anada and the 
crowd of other B ritish colonies scattered 
over th e globe. 
How far Mr. Gladstone 
is in sym pathy w ith th e Lowe school of 
statesm anship it is not easy to discover, 
b u t there ¡3 reason for believing th a t he 
ha3 seriously contem plated th e sale of 


G ibraltar, and th is implies his consent to 
th e final extinction of B ritish em pire in 
India. 
W hen this same proposition was 
raised in 1SG3 it encountered so fierce 
a 
popular 
reception 
th at no attem p t 
was 
m ade 
to 
press 
it. 
I t 
is true 
th a t 
since 
th a t 
tim e 
a 
change 
ha3 passed over English politics. 
W h at is 
called 
Jingoism has sustained a defeat 
in the trium ph of th e Liberal party. 
The 
Im perial policy of Lord Beaconsfield has 
been discredited 
by 
th e disasters 
of 
A fghanistan. 
B ut on th e other hand the 
Liberal G overnm ent has been injured by 
its series of failures in South Africa, and 
a reaction has occurred to some extent on 
behalf of the foreign policy of the Tories. 
I t m ust not be forgotten th a t this question 
of foreign policy has alw ays been G lad­ 
stone’s weak point. 
H e has never shown 
th at pride of country, th a t jealousy of 
external aggression or neglect, which are so 
necessary to the m aintenance of a strong 
foreign policy. 
For this kind of w ork it 
may be adm itted th a t such a man as Lord 
Palm erston was far more capable than Mr. 
Gladstone, though the la tte r is a very 
much abler statesm an. 
To represent na­ 
tional sentim ent faithfully, however, on 
m atters of th is kind, a M inister m ust not 
be ahead of his generation, bu t ju st level 
w ith it. 
If he is ahead of it he is neces­ 
sarily out of sym pathy w ith it, and fails to 
represent it, aud therefore no m atter how 
superior his wisdom m ay be, he is out of 
place. 
Now either we m ust adm it th a t th e E n ­ 
glish people have lost th e qualities which 
m ade th e nation great, or we m ust refuse 
to believe th a t th ey are willing, for any 
consideration th a t can be nam ed, to part 
w ith G ibraltar. 
F or it would be impos­ 
sible to select a more crucial test of th e 
state of national intelligence and m ental 
alertness than this. G ibraltar has a double 
claim upon Englishm en. 
I t is a splendid 
and flattering m onum ent to their valar and 
endurance iu the past. 
A nd it is an in­ 
dispensable link in the chain which binds 
to them th eir great Indian possessions. 
The history of G ibraltar since 1704 has 
been p a rt and parcel of th e m ilitary and 
naval history of England. 
I t was there 
th a t th e im m ortal achievem ents of E llio tt 
and Rodney baflied th e m ost persistent 
efforts of the te s t science all Europe ou t­ 
side of England could supply, for four 
years. 
The “ Rock ” has through these 
feats, 
and also through its associations 
as a principal garrison place, become as 
much a part of English territo ry as St. 
Paul’s C hurchyard. 
A ud the thronging 
memories of the past glories of the place 
constitute a plea for its retention which 
few unsophisticated B ritons couid w ith­ 
stand. 
To sell such a place is to sell part 
of th e im perishable renown of E n g lan d ; 
to traffic away a portion of her m ilitary 
and naval prowess. 
There is disgrace in 
the very thought of such a proceeding, and 
so th e English people w ill declare, unless 
they have already entered the rapids on 
their way to “ shoot N iagara.” 
A nd when all sentim ent is p u t rigor­ 
ously aside, a still more form idable argu­ 
m ent rem ains to be disposed of. 
G ibraltar 
is the key of the M editerranean. 
I t is a 
link in the chain of fortresses by which 
the security of India is m aintained. 
I t 
can never be safe to abandon it unless the 
abandonm ent of India also has been d e te r­ 
m ined on, and if it is suffered to go the 
w orld w ill expect to see M alta, and Aden, 
and all th e rest of th e chain, disposed of 
in rapid succession, 
prelim inary to the 
w ithdraw al of th e B ritish forces from 
H indostán, and th s practical obliteration 
of G reat B ritain a3 a lirst-clas3 power. 
G ibraltar is th e first link in the great 
chain, and it is also one of the most im ­ 
p ortant. 
A nd w hat has M r. G ladstone to 
offer in exchange for it ? 
Spain cannot 
com pensate such a sacrifice w ith money. 
She has not money in her lean treasury 
to do th at. 
N or is it necessary to her. 
She has no use for such a fortress, unless 
it be to menace Europe hereafter. 
I t 
would be a surrender of an invaluable 
possessiou for no adequate consideration, 
and therefore nothing les3 than a w anton 
sacrifice of the honor of the country. 
There have been tim es in E ngland’s his­ 
tory when 
the 
M inister who proposed 
such 
a 
sale 
w ould 
have 
been 
a t­ 
tain ted 
of 
treason 
for 
his 
sinister 
policy, 
bu t 
those 
were 
th e 
tim es 
when her statesm en studied her interests 
a t home and abroad w ith singleness of 
purpose. 
To Mr. Gladstone G ibraltar may 
seem a very useless possession, perhaps, 
and y et it is one which England cannot 
afford to let go, for it is not only the key 
to the M editerranean—it Í3 the key to her 
foreign position and influence. 
N or do we 
believe th at the reaction against Jingoism 
w hich resulted in the accession of the 
Liberals to power, indicated any change in 
popular opinion upon this question. 
The 
verdict which the English public pro­ 
nounced in 186S we believe they are pre­ 
pared to repeat w ith added emphasis and 
vehemence if M r. G ladstone so far m is­ 
takes the tim e as to m ake this proposition 
seriously. 
I t is not Jingoism th a t has 
prom pted the national resentm ent a t the 
suggestion of a sale of G ibraltar, b ut it is 
th at instinct of 
self-preservation which 
directs nations, as individuals, when covert 
blows are aimed a t th eir vital centers. 


control any considerable elem ent of public 
sentim ent. 
H is program m e has collapsed 
w ith a sw iftness surprising even in th at 
land of sim ilar collapses, and th e extrem e 
thinness of the whole fabric dem onstrated 
in this w ay w ill no donbt m ake men more 
skeptical concerning th e value and signifi­ 
cance of sim ilar m ovem ents for some tim e 
to come. 
T here are certain birds w hich 
have a faculty and habit of so ruffling and 
sticking out th eir feathers in ail directions 
as to create th e impression th a t they are 
really quite large creatures.

THE WALTON-ASTLtY QUARREL. 


A New Y ork tporting man named W al­ 
ton has had a public quarrel w ith an E n­ 
glish B ironet, Sir G ilbert A stley, about bet. 
ting transactions on th e turf. The Baronet 
is said to have charged W alton w ith being 
a blackleg, and W alton does not appear to 
have resented th e charge as an innocent 
man would. 
In fact later intelligence con­ 
veys th e impression th a t W alton is a 
scoundrel who m akes his “ books ” by the 
aid of “ inform ation ” sscured from the 
stables by bribery. 
If this is the case, of 
coarse he was righteously denounced by 
A stley, bu t it would be a m istake to sup­ 
pose th a t W alton’s alleged m ethods are 
new. 
On the contrary, there is reason to 
believe th a t sim ilar frauds have been prac­ 
ticed on the tu rf for many years, and th at 
not only professional “ leg s” bu t noblemen 
and so called gentlem en have been im pli­ 
cated in them . 
The only w onder is th a t 
the tu rf should not have been com pletely 
ruined by these iniquities loDg ago. 
As it 
is, every man who puts his money into 
horse racing m ust understand th a t he is 
ju st as likely to be sw indled as not, and 
th a t among the thieves of the tu rf there is 
none of the traditional honor. 
A nd it is 
to be expected th at the enormous am ount 
of gam bling th a t is done a t th e great 
English races will stim ulate and encourage 
precisely 
the 
same 
kind of 
knavery 
alleged 
to 
have 
been 
practiced 
by 
W alton. 
M en 
who 
have 
ne 
scruples, and who perceive th a t by the ju ­ 
dicious expenditure of a little money on 
hostlers and stable keepers tl ey can m ake 
a great deal, are not likely to bo deterred 
by any fear of detection. 
The prize is too 
great to be abandoned for the risk of a lit­ 
tle danger, and a man like W alton could 
well afford to take a tongue-lashing from a 
victim after he had won three or four hu n ­ 
dred thousand dollars by his peculiar m eth 
ods. 
E ventually we have no doubt tiiat 
this kind of thing will break up horse-rac 
ing on a large ecale in Kogland. 
I t was 
this which broke up prizs-fighting, and not 
the grow th of greater refinement. If people 
could p ut any confidence in the average 
m em bers of th e P. R. th ey would be as 
eager to bet upon them as ever. And when 
the tim e comes th a t it is impossible to tru st 
th e stable keepers and grooms and helpers 
generally, and w hen consequently the ele­ 
m ent of th e unexpected is elim inated from 
horse-racing, th e 
passion for gambling 
which underlies the interest in th a t form 
of am usem ent will have to find “ fresh 
“ fields and pastures new ,” for it will be 
all over w ith it so far as the tu rf is con­ 
cerned.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 
Chief Justice Morrison, in the habeas cor 
pus case of Isaac Burke, a B utte county sa­ 
loon-keeper, convicted in the Justice’s Court 
of violating the Sunday law by keeping his 
saloon opeD, to-day denied the application 
for a writ, and rendeied a lengthy decision, 
declaring the law constitutional. 
The prin­ 
cipal points of the decision are that, first-, the 
law is not in violation of the provision of 
the new Constitution prohibiting special leg­ 
islation, as the law existed before the Consti­ 
tution was adopted, and the Constitution is 
not retroactive ; secondly, the law does not 
violate th at provision of the Constitution pro­ 
tecting religious liberty. 
These were the 
main points relied on in the application for a 
writ.

The Board o! City Trustees m et yesterday 
forenoon at the regular hour, Messrs. Brown 
and Johnson present. The m inutes of the 
last meeting were read and approved, after 
which the Board proceeded to canvass the 
vote of the special election held to fill the 
vacancy caused hy the death of Jerom e C. 
Davis. 
The returns showed the following v o te: 
F irst W ard—Ryan, 271; Brown, 113.

ond W ard—Ryan, 351; Brown, 235.

W ard—Ryan, 460; Brown, 387. 
Fourth 
W ard—Ryan, 504; Brown, 371.

Ryan, 1,586 ; Brown, 1,130. 
Mr. Ryan was 
thereupon declared duly elected Second Trus­ 
tee for the unexpired term , and the oath of 
office was administered by Judge Henry, 
when be took his seat as a member of the 
Board. 
H ealth Officer M artin informed the Board 
th at he had been ordered by the Board of 
H ealth to notify owners of the following lots 
to be filled : The half blocks on the north 
side of F street, running back to the alley, 
between Sixth and Seventh ; the southeast 
corner of Eleventh and C ; the southeast cor­ 
ner of the alley on Fourth street, between L 
and M, and the lot on the north side of I 
street, next to 
the northwest corner of 
Twelfth street. 
The m atter was referred to 
the Street Commissioner. 
Application was made, signed by Gustave 
W endt and others, to have the alley in the 
blocks 
bstween 
Tw entieth and Twenty- 
second streets, M and X, opened to the public. 
Referred to the Street Commissioner. 
A petition was received from the Chinese 
m erchants residing in Chinatown, asking per­ 
mission to discharge firecrackers for an honr 
on the first, third and last day of their New 
Y ear's celebration, which opens on the 31 and 
closes on the 12 .h instant.

Meeting of the State Board of Health— 
An Address to the People. 


The State Board of H ealth held a special 
meeting last evenieg. 
Present Drs. Gib­ 
bons, Cluness and Hatch. 
The object of the 
meeting was to consider measures looking to 
the prevention of the spread of small-pox in 
this State. 
I t was remarked by members 
of the Board that there is a strong tendency 
towards the development of 
this disease 
throughout the State, as in the Eastern 
States. 
The 
Secretary 
said 
th at 
ac­ 
counts of it had been received from Co­ 
lusa county, one case; Sacramento county, 
five cases ; near Tremont, Solano county, six 
cases; Dixon, one case. 
All these cases 
were due directly or indirectly to immigra­ 
tion from Chicago. 
A fter a discussion of the 
m atter, the Board resolved th at the city 
Board of H ealth of Sacramento be requested 
to a-k the City Physician to inspect the emi­ 
grant trains from the E ast at or near the 
American river bridge. 
Shuu'd any case of 
small-pox be found, to quarantine the car or 
cars on the track along the east levee. 
Also 
th at the railroad authorities be requested to 
co operate w ith the Board to that end. 
I t 
was stated th at Superintendent P ratt, of the 
Sacramento Division, had promised the aid 
of his departm ent in all reasonable measures. 
Should it thereafter be found necessary, it 
was decided to confer with the Supervisors 
of Placer county, requesting them to order 
au inspection of the emigrant cars at Rose­ 
ville. 
_ 
The Secretary stated that he had issued a 
second edition of the circular on vaccination, 
adding thereto certain Banitary rules to be 
observed during the prevalence of small-pox. 
In connection with this subject of measures 
for the prevention of the spread of contagious 
diseases, the insufficiency of the law was very 
much regretted, and it was understood that 
a vigorous effort will be made to remedy its 
defects when the Legislature again meets. 
The circular of the Board has been mailed to 
the press of the State quite generally, with 
the nope th at the same will be given general 
publicity. 
The Board then adjournei sub­ 
ject to call. 
THE CIRCULAR. 
The circular referred to in the foregoing 
proceedings recites th at small-pox epidemics 
recur at sufficiently distinct jseriods after tol­ 
erably well-defined periods of rest—though not 
accurate—to warrant the belief th at after the 
period of rest California is now in danger of 
a spread of the disease, and points out the 
necessity for vaccination of all who have not 
been vaccinated, and revaccination of those 
who have been vaccinated a long time since. 
I t is a conceded fact in the history of vac­ 
cination that, in very many cases, the im­ 
munity it affords is only limited, or for a time. 
Perfect while it lasts—as perfect, it is be­ 
lieved, as a previous attack of small-pox it­ 
self—the duration of the 
insusceptibility 
varies with different individuals. 
Though in 
some instances it is unquestionably permanent 
through life, it is Bafe to say th at revaccina­ 
tion should always be tried after the expira­ 
tion of eight or ten years, or otherwise, when­ 
ever during the prevalence of small-pox 
it is desirable to be assured of protection. 
The Board therefore urges a general resort to 
re vaccination to ward off if possible any gen­ 
eral spread of this loathsome disease, and so 
rob it of its terrors. The Board calls especial 
attention to these general rules, the value of 
which has been demonstrated by the experi­ 
ence of the medical profession : 
1. The virus should be of known purity. 
W hether in the form of the dried crust, or as 
lymph, certain precautions are necessary for 
the safe and effectual performance of the 
operation. 
This it should be the duty of the 
family physician to attend to. 
Self-vaccina­ 
tion, or vaccination performed by unprofes­ 
sional friends, unqualified to distinguish the 
true sore or vesicle from th at which is spuri­ 
ous, affords but slight protection against 
small-pox. 
I t is at least uncertain. 
I t may 
be genuine, or it may not. 
I t is to this cause 
th at so many reputed failures in the conser­ 
vative influence of vaccination are to be at­ 
tributed, and that the process itself has been 
regarded by many with suspicion and dis­ 
trust. 
2. RevacciDation during the prevalenca of 
an epidemic, or after the lapse of eight or ten 
years from the primary operation, is consid­ 
ered necessary. 
A scar upon the arm, the 
result of a previous vaccination, affords no 
certain evidence th at the protective influence 
ia not lost. 
I t has been observed th at vacci­ 
nation performed during the active period cf 
an epidemic is apt to be more severe in its 
effects than under other atmospheric condi­ 
tions. 
3. Viru3 obtained from the arms of revac­ 
cinated persons should never be employed. 
There is no evidence th at it possesses any 
protective power. 
4. W ith care in the selection of virus, the 
danger of contracting disease thereby is re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
I t is pretty certain 
that only one disease ever has been intro­ 
duced by vaccination, and with ordinary care 
this is impossible. 
I t is better to avoid virus 
taken from adults. 
5. The dangers attributable to the operation 
itself are too light to weigh against its posi­ 
tive benefits. 
I t has been estimated th at one 
serious accident may occur in one case in 
100,000 ; certainly not more frequently than 
would be expected from sny similar wound or 
abrasion of the skin. 
Properly done, with 
due precaution as to the health and vigor, 
and the age of the subject, and the source of 
the virus used, it may be confidently affirmed 
to be altogether without danger. 
6. No Bo-called vaccination which does not 
result in w hat is known as a characteristic 
sore or vesicle, pursuing regular changes or 
periods of development, is safely to be relied 
upon. 
N ot infrequently the sore upon the 
arm arising from the insertion of worthless 
virus is even more severe than that resulting 
from the genuine lymph. 
There is no other 
method than th at universally adopted of 
making the insertion upon the abraded skin, 
or beneath the skin cf some portion of the 
body, which can, with any degree of safety, 
be relied upon. 
7. I t is an interesting fact in the history of 
contagious diseases, and one of great practi­ 
cal importance, that a certain more or lesa 
definite time intervenes between the recep­ 
tion of the contagion and its manifestation 
in the body of the individual affected—a 
period of latency, called the period of incu­ 
bation—during which certain processes are 
g dng cn in the system which are somehow 
preparatory to the development of the dis­ 
ease. In small-pox this period may be stated, 
in a general way, to be twelve days for the 
beginning of fever, or fourteen for th at of the 
eruption ; in the vaccine disease or cow-pox, 
it is three or four ; and such is the protective 
or antagonistic power of the latter, that if its 
virus or contagion be inserted even after 
exposure to small-pox, if* shorter incubative 
period enables it to anticipate the other, and, 
if it do not altogether prevent it, to induce 
such a deviation from its regular course as to 
essentially modify it and deprive it of its 
greatest danger. 
Hence the importance of 
au early vaccination after exposure to small­ 
pox. 
8. Bovine virus, or that taken directly from 
the cow, is fashionable, and, iu consequence 
of the excellent arrangements which have 
been made by differeat parties, it can at all 
times be obtained fresh and pure. 
I t is reli­ 
able, and it is to be recommended. Y'et there 
is strong resson to believe, and such is the 
opinion of the highest authorities on this sub­ 
ject, that humanized virus, obtained from the 
arm of a healthy child, loses none of its pro­ 
tective 
efficiency, even when propagated 
through generations. 
PRECAUTIONS. 
The Board urges attention to these sani­ 
tary rules : 
1. Perfect isolation of the sick ; removal of 
patients to the hospital, where only nurses 
and attendants should be admitted, and these 
to see no one without changing their clothing 
and only after thorough disinfection. 
2. All those exposed to the contagion 
should be immediately revaccmated, even 
though the experiment may have been unsuc 
ceRsfully tried only a short time previously. 
3. Convalescing patients not to be allowed 
to go out or communicate with people until 
the crusts have fallen cff and their clothing 
has beau renewed or disinfected. 
4. After death from small-pox the beds, 
bed-clothes, carpets, curtains and other arti­ 
cles in the room should bs destroyed or disin­ 
fected by the method hereafter directed. 
5. Inasmuch as the bodies of those dead 
by small-pox are still infectious, they should 
be disinfected, and public funerals should be 
avoided, 
6. Cleanliness in and about the dwelling, 
and ventilation of ths latter, afford efficient 
aids towards the success of other measures to 
prevent the spread of this and other con­ 
tagions diseases. 


RULES FOB DISINFECTION. 
The following are the rules, in the main, 
recommended by the National 
Board of 
H ealth: 
The distinction between the disinfectants 
and deodorizers should be borne in mind. 
The former neutralize the germs of con­ 
tagious or infectious diseases; the latter re­ 
move or destroy smells, or substitute one odor 
for another, and may or may not disinfect. 
The former are therefore to be preferred. 
The disinfectants proper to be used vary 
with the object to be attained, or the articles 
to be disinfected. 


DISINFECTION OF THE ARTICLES ABOUT THE 
PATIENT. 
Disinfect the sheets, towels, handkerchiefs, 
blankets and other articles used about the 
patient, as soon as removed, by immersing 
them in a vessel or tub containing^!] a If a 
pound of sulphate of zinc (white vitriol), or 
half an cunce of chloride of zinc, or four 
onnces of the sulphate of zinc combined with 
two ounces of common salt to each gallon of 


boiling water. 
Boil for half an hour. 
The 
articles should be placed in the solution be­ 
fore being removed from the room. 
The di=- 
charges from the patient should be received 
in a vessel containing one of the above solu­ 
tions, or a solution cf half a pound of sul­ 
phate of iron (copperas), in one quart of 
water. 
The bodies of the dead may be disin­ 
fected by washing them with the solution of 
zinc and salt of double Btreugth, and wrap­ 
ping them in a sheet saturated with the same 
solution, or the zinc and carbolic acid solu­ 
tion mentioned above. 
I t is advised, also, to 
sprinkle the floor with a solution of carbolic 
acid (one ounce) and sulphate of zinc (six 
ounces) to one gallon of water. 
N either the 
sulphate of zinc solutions nor th at cf the 
chloride of zinc will stain or injure ordinary 
articles of clothing. 
These may, therefore, 
be used for 
THE DISINFECTION OF CLOTHING. 
ClothiDg which tvill n o t ad m it of being 
boiled, and which is too valuable to destroy, 
m ay be sprinkled w ith one of the last-nam ed 
solutions, or the la tte r m ay be applied by 
m eans of a sponge, the articles them selves 
being subsequently exposed to th e opeD air. 
O ther clothing, as silks, furs, woolen goods, 
and the like, to which the above means are 
not applicable, should be suspended in the 
room during its disinfection by the method 
immediately to be explained, and afterwards 
exposed to the open air. 
Furniture, pillows, 
mattresses, window curtains and carpets 
should at the same tim e be exposed to the 
process. 
I t is advised th at the carpets 
shonld be fumigated on the flsor aud the 
mattresses ripped open for more thorough ex­ 
posure. 
DISINFECTION OF THE HOUSE AND BOOM. 
F or this purpose sulphur is used. 
The rule 
is to take roll sulphur broken into small 
pieces, place it on a metallic dish resting 
upon bricks set in a tub containing water, 
or upon other supports laid across the tub, 
pour a little alcohol upon the sulphur and 
ignite it. 
Then immediately leave the room. 
L et the doors ami windows be tightly closed, 
»nd kept so for half a day. 
Then ventilate 
the apartm ent for several hours. 
One pound 
of sulphur is advised for 1.000 fest of cubic 
air space, or for a room 10 by 10, by 10 in 
hight. 
The furniture and paint about the 
room mav be subsequently washed and the 
walls w lite ted. 
Other substances have been 
advised as disinfectants for the various pul­ 
posos alluded to, but those mentioned are 
cheap, effective and within the reach of all. 
The circular, which has been given nearly 
in its entirety above, is signed H . Gibbons, 
Sr., M. D., President, and F. W . Hatch, 
M. D., Secretary State Board of H ealth. 


BOARD 
OF 
EDUCATION. 


The City Board of Education met last 
evening. 
Present—President Tracy, Super­ 
intendent Landes and Directors Stevens, 
Lord, Wiemeyer, H am m er and Herzog. A b­ 
sent—Directors B utler aud Stalker. 
The 
standing committees made routine reports. 
The officers of the Protestant Orphan Asy­ 
lum appeared and objected to scholars being 
transferred from the Asylum school to Twen­ 
ty-fourth and N streets, as they had not the 
proper clothing for them to go any distance 
in wet weather. 
They desired the number 
the Board would accommodate in the Asylum 
school to be named, and they would see th at 
no greater number should be sent.

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T h e N ew ark B a n k F a ilu re . 
N ew Y ouk, October 
31st.—The Post's 
Newark speniil sajs the Cashier of the Me 
chacics’ N ati m al Bank yesterday told the 
Directors that the bank was unable to pay its 
debt. 
They offered to subscribe half a mill­ 
ion do'lars, but he said two millions would 
not do if, aud they decided to suspend. 
The 
last statem ent showed th at the deposits wa* 
$2,417,000. 
Jam es A. Haisey is President, 
and Oscar L. Baldwin, Cashier and Manager. 
Baldwin is considered responsible for the 
trouble. 
The new3 was like a thunder-clap, 
as the institution was deemed the strongest 
in Newark, and the officers most trustworthy, 
while Baldwin stood high as a financier. 
He 
has been arrested as an embezzler, and tie 
Government Exam iner sent for. 
T ie New 
Y ork connection loses nothing, having re 
fused to allow Balowin to withdraw his col­ 
lateral. 
N ugent & Co., who were involved 
w ith tha bank, hnva suspended. 
Other fail­ 
ures are expected. 
I t is stated that the only 
resource, of tha bank are the buildings; 
w orth I'50.000. 
C hicago, Octob-r 31st.—The w arrant of 
arrest charges B .ldw in with confessing to 
the Board th at he had frau lulentiy used 
$2,000,000 of the b .nk’s funds. The Directors 
are sitting with closed doors. 
The wildest 
rumors are afloat. 
Nobody but the Cashier 
is suspected. 
He has had the unlim ited con­ 
fidence of the Board. 
H is confession was 
made because he feared a visit from the Bank 
Examiner. 
The city and county lose about 
$40,000 each of dep"sits. 
Tho W ater Board 
lose $30,003, and the manufacturing compa­ 
nies smaller amounts. 
I t is not yet known 
where the raimey is gone, but it is alleged 
th at tha W all street speculations of the 
Cashier absorbed it. 
I t appears th at Bald­ 
win got away with everything but the safe, 
which was a very heavy one. 
The bank held 
all the deposits of the old M utual Life Insur­ 
ance Company, amounting to, it is said, from 
$030.000 to SI.400,000. 
I t is believed that 
not a penny of this amount is saved. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
N ewark, October 31st.—Cashier Baldwin, 
of the Mechanics’ Bank, while confined to 
his residence, was waited upon by U nited 
States D istrict Attorney and Commissioner 
Keeab.v, and admitted to bail in §25,000, to 
appear at Court. 
His bondsmen are Wm. 
A. Freeman, of B1 jomfield, his brother, W m. 
Baldwin, and M atthias D j.td, of East Orange. 
Baldwin then stated voluntarily th at about 
1873 he began to make loans to C. N ugent & 
Co., morocco manufacturers, 
without se­ 
curity or the sanctisn of the Director*, hav­ 
ing begun he was in the power of Nugent 
and continued the accommodations, some­ 
times loaning them $50,000 in one month, 
till the total increased to a ruinous amount. 
N ugent assured him th at he had a large prop­ 
erty and cash a.sets in the business, which 
would make all the loans good. 
Nugent 
was well 
aware that he (Baldwin) was 
using the bank’s 
money, 
and 
always 
promised to surrender his property in case ..f 
any trouble. 
U nder these circumstances the 
loan increased till it reached $2,000,000. The 
m anner in which this business was transacted 
was th u s : 
Nugent w uid give drafts on 
friends in Newark, which womd be crfdited 
to him as cash, and Baldwin would u«fl the 
bank’s money to take up tha drafts when 
due. 
The bonk < were so falsified as to show 
the accounts te be correct. Finally, however, 
th e loanB were placed in the account of the 
Mechanics’ Bank- of New Y ork against the 
Newark bark, bo th at while it appeared that 
the Newark btnk had claims for §2,000,000 
against the New Y ork bank, in truth the 
Newark bank cwed the New Y ork bank 
§200,000. 
This difference is almost whol'y 
due to the irregular transactions with Nu­ 
gent. 
H e said he had speculated very little, 
and lost nothing in that way. 
The D istrict 
A ttorney says Nugent can be held to answer 
for his part of the transaction under Section 
5209 of the U nited States Revised Statutes. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
N ewark, October 31st.—O searL. Baldwin, 
the defaulting Cashier, is a son of Caleb 
B allw in, and entered the Mechanics’ Bank 
as a boy, occupying minor positions. 
H e 
rose gradually until about 1852, when hs 
became Assistant Cashier. 
A t about the 
beginning of the war he succeeded as Cashier, 
and has occupied th at position ever since. 
He was prominent in public and social life, 
and was a D irector in the M utual Benefit 
Life Insurance Company. 
The last semi­ 
annual dividend of the bank wa3 for 7 per 
cent. 
The stockholders of the bank are liable for 
the full amount of the holdings. 
T hat is to 
say, each stockholder for §100 mu=t pay §100, 
besides losing the value of his stock. 
The Government Bank Examiners arrived 
at the back this morning, and with the aid of 
the clerks began an examination. 
V atitus rumors have been set afloat con­ 
cerning other banks, but have been disproved 
w ithout exception. 
So far as known, no 
other institution is affected to any extent. 
The effect upon the business community is 
not yet shown, but will undoubtedly be de­ 
veloped to-morrow. 
Th 3 Mechanics’ B ink was organized as a 
nati mal bank in 1S6*>. 
The actual loss, it ¡3 
believed, will reach §2,400,000. 
N ugent states th at the amount di-counted 
by the bank for his firm is only about 
§160,000, a comparatively small portion of 
the defalcatio n 
The hank building is esti­ 
mated to be worth §50,000. 
Then there is 
supposed to be cash on hand, and assets 
under the head of bills receivable. 
I t is esti­ 
mated that the depositors will not get over 
fifty cents on the dollar. 
Baldwin A Sons, 
Joseph Henslsr, Gottfried, 
Krueger and 
Brewer are among the largest depositors. 
N ugent offered this m irniug to confess judg­ 
m ent for §200,000 on his indebtedness. 
Yesterday morning was the earliest period 
when any of the Directors had any intim a­ 
tion that the affairs of the bank were wrong. 
The first intimation was by Baldwin. 
In 
addition to those before named, among the 
largest stockholders are F. F. Frelinghuysen 
and T. T. IUnney. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.) 
N ew ark, October 31st.—Baldwin was ar­ 
reste 1 in bed at 7 o’clock this morning. 
He 
showed no surprise, and was evidently expect 
ing the arrest. 
H e said he would not give 
bail, and he was content to pass his life in 
prison. 
“ I shall never be seen on Broad 
street again,” he exclaimed. 
The business of the morrocco firm of C. 
N ugent & Co. is said to amount to §100,000 a 
year. 
They employ 600 men, and the weekly 
pay-roll amounts to $4 900. 
“ When B .ldwin was before us,” said a 
D irector to a Tribune reporter, “ he appeared 
anxious to make a clean breast of the matter. 
H e said he fully realized the grave nature of 
the offen-e, and admitted that he ought to be 
dealt with in the severest manner the law 
would allow. 
‘There’s no excise for my 
misdeeds,’ he said, 'an d I now see what I 
should have seen years ago. 
I stand before 
you to-night a perjurer, a forger, falsifier 
and criminal. 
I think, gentleman,’ he said, 
in conclusion, ‘that you ought to send for 
officers, and put me under arrest for misappro­ 
priating your money, and money belonging 
to other persons. 
I*. is your duty to send me 
to jail, and I only ask the privilege of going 
home to inform my wife and family of my 
misdeeds. 
They know nothing abont this 
affair. 
I never expect to go to the bank 
again, but instead I expect to go to jail, and 
from there to th9 State Prison, and there I 
will have to end my days. 
If I had not been 
too mach of a coward, I would not have been 
here to tell you this story to-night. I should 
have shot myself. 
Since I have chosen to

A t this time, November 1, 1875, 
the Sjuthern Pacific Railroad reached Ca­ 
liente, and the ri ute was curtailed 544 miles, 
deducting §6,808 18. The railroad service was 
substituted, costing but §4,087 50. 
On route 
46,014 a like curtailm ent was made at the 
southern end of the route from November 16, 
1875, of 22 miles, costing §2,748 30 by stage 
line, and but §1,0S5 by railway service. 
On 
route 46,017. in spite of the manifest economy 
of the railway service, these substitutions 
here closed. 
September 2, 1876, trains were 
running over the whole line from Caliente to 
San Francisco. 
The nay of the contractor 
was increased for embracing stations on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and it was not till 
.Tunc 30, 1877, by an order dated June 6,1877, 
No. 2 816, th at the pay of the contractor was 
discontinued, as he was able, with the money 
paid by the contract office of tha D epart­ 
ment, to outbid the price paid for railway 
mail service. 
No distance circular had been 
sent in till June by the railroad upon this 
route. 
The mails were carried _by steamer 
nnder order 2 916, M ay 16, 1876, costing 
§5,400.
